I have 
met hundreds of New Zea- 
landers effectively participat- 
ing in these activities. I 
have attended meetings of 
the War Cabinet and had 
discussions with Ministers of 
the Government and Mem- 
bers of Parliament, officers 
of the army, navy and air 
force and many other men 
in public life here. 


WORKING TOGETHER 


“I have visited munition fac- 
torles and aeroplane works, ship- 
bullding yards and docks. I have 
talked with men and women und 
lads and girls working to ‘urther 
all these efforts. 1 have seen the 
Home Guard and the A.R-P. work- 
ers, the fire-fighters and the Red 
Cross Units and ambulance drivers, 
the volunteer workers and all 
others engaged in helping Britain 
on to victory 


‘What are my impressions and 
what have I learned from all this? 
' am afraid I cannot do justice 
{go my feelings and emotions even 
tt I had the same number of 
hours ta tell you about them—to 
tell you how thousands of men 
ana women are working for the 
freedom of mankind.”

MILITARY EXERCISES ‘IN 
BRITAIN: CO-OPERATION 
BETWEEN ALL SERVICES 


The splendid co-operation that exists now between the 
fighting services and the civil defence services in Britain, 
as proved during recent large-scale manoeuvres held in 
Scotland was emphasised by Capt. Cyril Falls, military 
correspondent of The Times, when he broadcast from Lon- 


don on Saturday. 


Capt. Falls said that he had 
been given an opportunity of 
witnessing these exercises: 
while taking a short holiday 
in Scotland. It was the most 
interesting thing he had ever 
seen since the war began. He 
had seen everything there 
was to see and had also had 
the benefit of listening to 
comments and criticism made 
by the Army Commander. 


CIViL DEFENCE TEST 

“This exercise was designed as a 
test for thé civil defence services 
as well as for the army,” satd Capt. 
Falls. “From the civil side it was 
more important than on the mili- 
tary side. The scheme was that o 
German invasion. had tiken place 
in a district in Scotland and that 
it had been preceded by heavy 
bombing with high explosive and 
incendiaries and gas attacks on 
industrial cities and towns.” 

Capt. Falls then described what 
he had witnessed at the main 
control station and how he had 
watched the different units get to 
work as !f the German bombing 
had actually been in progress, 

“The work went on all night 


and into the neXt. day.” continued © 


Capt. Falls. ‘Some hours before 
the dawn, air-borne landings were 
supposed tu have succeeded in the 
first stage and simultaneously 
larger forces whitch had been 
placed on the land came to life. 


QUICK CONTACT 

“Later, a mumber of detach- 
ments, supposed to be parachute 
troops, appeared and attacked 
vital points. The defence was 
standing to and was quickly in 
contact with the enemy. You can 
imagine that this fighting was 
extremely fast, 

“There were senior officers who 
acted as umpires and we were al- 
ways up to date with what was 
happening. Realism was added 
by the large numbers of the Home 
Guard who crowded the roads 
and the Army Commander’s car 
was stopped at least fifteen times 
that morning.
